Leigi“Cobumn - Homeward Bound — Commissioner Kora stated over the last few years the county has struggled with
funding for-the.county Bome. .-fwo appiicationk hiuk been made for tax credit projects for funding only to be denied.
Commissioner Kora would like to see details on how Homeward Bound would seek finances for this project. He stated In
the past it was 8-9 million dollars to bring the facility up to code. Leigh responded that he was requesting 100 days to
see what all needed to be done to get the building working properly. Commissloner Kora asked if he was asking for 100
days to come up with a plan. Leigh said yes. Commissioner Kora asked again If that was all he was asking for at this
time. Yes agaln but the plan PLUS an inspection possibly from the county Inspector. Commissioner Kora stated the
building is currently for sale as well as the county willl still apply for tax credits during this 100 days simultaneously
Homeward Bound would need to come up with a plan that would address the Issue of funding. Commissioner Kora
moved to table request of County Home for 100 days. Commissioner Gonder seconded. Motlon carried. Attorney Biege
stated a third appralsal is in the works right now and this tabling will not interfere with that appraisal. Presldent Mrozinski
stated that is correct. Tabling the request of Homewood Bound taking possession of the county home for the next 100
days. Leigh responded he did not want to spend $10,000-$15,000 to get the boller Inspected if the county is not going to
follow through with Homeward Bound getting the facility.
